Why do Catholics believe such things? 

At the end of WW II, Nazi war criminals were brought to trial for crimes 
against humanity. When the trials began, French philosopher Jean-Paul 
Sartre protested the hearings. He said that the court had no right to try or 
judge the defendants because they acted on what they decided was right. 
How would respond to Sartre's argument? 

A few years ago, I was riding a chair lift at Terry Peak with two men 
whom I did not know, nor did they know that I was a priest. One asked the 
other, "Married?" // No, I'm divorced. But I knocked up my girlfriend. // 

"What will your former wife think about that?" 11 What does it matter? // "Will 
you marry her?" 11 No, I don't have any plans to do that.... The other man 
said that his marriage was going okay even though there were some 
struggles. Then in attempt to appease the conscience of the other man he 
said, "There isn't a right way or a wrong way to do anything. " His statement was 
not much different than Sartre's argument. 

Today young people are taught that there are no absolute truths. The age 
of relativism asserts that we can only know for certain that which is 
empirically verifiable. Everything else is subjective. What you believe is 
true for you, and what I believe is true for me. All points of view are equally 
valid. Yet, that's not how Catholics think. 

Catholic teaching speaks of Eternal Law. Divine providence governs all 
creation. As we hear in the book of Proverbs this Sunday, the wisdom of 
God was there "when the Lord made firm the skies above, when he fixed the 
foundations of the earth; when he set for the sea its limit" (Prv. 8:28-29). 

The Creator's eternal laws consist of Natural Law and Revealed Religious 
Law (in Scripture and Tradition, e.g., "Be merciful just as your Father is 
merciful," Lk. 6:36). While revealed religious law is particular to a specific 
religion, natural law is something everyone can know. It is known by the 
light of human reason and conscience which shows us the good to do and 
the evil to avoid. It includes physical laws (e.g. gravity), moral laws found in 
every culture (e.g.. Do not steal, do not kill) and human law (civil law). 

Virtually every culture was founded on natural law, and civil laws were 
derived from natural moral law understood to be rooted in Eternal Law. 
Throughout history, governments (the U.S.A. included) based their civil laws 
on natural law. Now that is all changing. Legislators and citizens are often 
ignorant of this philosophical background. This can be seen in the recent 
arguments regarding marriage. As you think about this issue, do you 
consider the arguments from the position of relativism (like Sartre) or 
natural law? Do you believe that God has created us with certain natural 
laws that govern our lives? Do you understand the danger of rejecting the 
principle of natural law, or of ignoring revealed religious law? 

Jesus said, "the Holy Spirit will lead you to all truth" (John 16:12). It is 
especially important to pray about moral issues and beg God to enlighten 
our minds with the truth of the Spirit.
